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Graduates should utilize CES, job placement websites

Springtime is often associated with the 
renewal of life. Nature shakes off winter's 
cold and begins to buzz again with an en- 
ergy that had been missing during the pre- 
vious months. The transformation is mi- 
raculous enough to inspire songwriters 
and poets to burst with excitement over 
the revival of life. College seniors, howev- 
er, might feel differently about spring's ar- 
rival. 

The transition from college to career is 
often enough to intimidate even the most 
prepared graduating senior, but it can be 
especially worrisome in the current job 
market. According to an April 2010 re- 
port by the National Association of Colleg- 
es and Employers, employers plan to hire 
5.3 percent more new college graduates in 
2010 than they did in 2009. On the sur- 
face, this statistic may inspire optimism, 
but the temporary rise in hires comes af- 
ter a 21.6 percent drop in hires during the 
2009 spring semester. 

To succeed in a difficult job market, Ker- 
ri Day Keller, director of Career and Em- 
ployment Services, advises students to be 
proactive and flexible in their search for 
gainful employment. 

"Internships and networking can be very 
helpful," Keller said. 

Connections with neighbors, family and 
former employers can be very helpful, she 



said. 

"Students need to be as flexible as possible 
as far as geographically where they are will- 
ing to go," Keller said. "They should broaden 
the fields they are willing to look at." 

Ruth Ruggles, senior in human resource 
management, said she agrees. Ruggles has 
landed a job in her field at Cargill in Ne- 
braska, and her flexibility may be what sets 
her apart from other applicants. 

"Be willing to relocate," Ruggles said. "I 
think that's what landed the job for me, be- 
cause I didn't have a particular place that I 
cared about." 

Flexibility, however, is not always 
enough to overcome an increased num- 
ber of applicants and fewer available po- 
sitions. 

Brandon Cresky, senior in political sci- 
ence, has experienced difficulties attaining 
a job, despite his willingness to work a job 
that might be less than ideal. 

"I'm the very definition of flexible," 
Cresky said. "I've had a couple inter- 
views, but nothing really solid. I'm worried 
I might not get anything because there's 
not much out there right now and every- 
one and their cousin is applying for what 
is available." 

Keller tells graduating seniors like 
Cresky not to panic, and the numbers sup- 
port her argument. Six months after the 
2009 graduation, 89 percent of K-State 
graduates had either been hired to a full- 




time job or accepted to a graduate school 
program. 

"Graduating seniors don't need to feel 
like all hope is lost," Keller said. 

Keller said Career and Employment Ser- 
vices will be open throughout the summer 
to help graduating seniors. 

By utilizing their CES accounts, students 
can search online job listings, receive infor- 
mation about potential jobs and even cre- 
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ate a "job agent" that will request informa- 
tion about a particular career field, much 
like the website Monster.com. 

Besides being flexible and proactive, 
Keller would offer one other piece of ad- 
vice to graduating seniors. 

"Be hopeful, be positive," Keller said. 
"Your attitude is going to come through in 
your job search, and those are the kinds of 
things employers will hire on."

I have spent the last five 
years trying to avoid what 
is going to happen in two 
weeks.

But the one 
thing that makes me cringe, 
of all the things, are those 
terrifying graduation gowns.
